TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — Arab foes 
of President Anwar Sadat gathered in 
Libya’s capital today for the first of the 
conferences triggered by the Egyptian 
president’s visit to Israel. 


Libyan leader Col. Moammar 
Khadafy, in a military uniform, met 
Algerian 
President 
Houari 
Boumedienne at the former U.S. Air 
Force Wheelus base. The two leaders 
embraced warmly and remained at 
the airfield to await Palestinian leader 
Yasir Arafat, who was arriving on a 
special Libyan iet. 
Libyan officials said President 
Hafez Assad of Syria and Taha 
Ramadan, 
a 
member 
of 
the 
Revolutionary Command Council of 
Iraq, were expected to arrive later in 
the day. 
Libya’s 
government-controlled 
press bannered news of the summit. 
The official news agency JANA said it 
would aim at “embodying the will of 
the Arab nation to fight all imperialist 
and Zionist conspiracies and to 
frustrate the surrender and deceit 
settlement.” 
Thousands of Libyans paraded 
through the streets chanting slogans 
against “reactionary Arab regimes 
which have sold out the Arab cause.” 
Libya has been at the forefront of 


hard-line Arab opposition to a 
negotiated settlement with Israel. 
Khadafy broke relations with Sadat 
the moment the Egyptian stepped foot 
on Israeli soil, and Libyan embassies 
around the world burned the flag that 
had been used jointly by Egypt, Libya 
and Syria. 


The summit is to be held at the an­ 
cient government palace in the center 
of Tripoli, now called the People’s 
Hall. 
The Tripoli parley is expected to last 
two days. Still to come are another 
“rejectionist” conference called by 
Iraq in Baghdad next week and an 
Egyptian-Israeli meeting in Cairo 
about Dec. 13. 


“Welcome, heroes of steadfastness, 
to the land of steadfastness,” read 
banners strung on an airport wall to 
greet the Arab and Palestinian 
representatives to the Tripoli meeting 
beginning this afternoon. 


Syria, Algeria, Iraq, South Yemen 
and 
the 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization 
were 
sending 
representatives to the conference, 
billed by Libya as a “rejectionist 
rally” to condemn Sadat’s peace 
campaign. 
The PLO council said it would 


present a plan to counter what it called 
Sadat’s “high treason to the Arab 
nation and the Palestinian cause” in 
seeking conciliation with Israel. 
One of the first arrivals was Dr. 
George Habash, whose Popular Front 
for the liberation of Palestine is a 
main force in 
the 
Palestinian 
“rejection front” of radical guerrilla 
groups that have split with the PIX). 
Habash told reporters Sadat’s peace 
overture to Israel was “a crime, a 
terrible step against the rights of our 
Palestinian people.” 
Both the Tripoli and Baghdad 
meetings were certain to generate a 
flood of anti-Sadat and anti-Israeli 
speeches and statements and calls for 
a renewal of the Arab unity which only 
is achieved when Arab and Israeli 
armies are battling. But there was no 
indication of what concrete action 
might be taken. 
Sadat called his Cairo conference to 
make preparations for the general 
Arab-Israeli peace conference in 
Geneva which he and President Carter 
have been promoting. The United 
States is sending a representative, and 
so is U.N. Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, but Syria and the PLO 
rejected Sadat’s invitation; the Soviet 
Union and Lebanon said they would not 
attend, and Jordan said it would only 
go if all the others went. 


ROU NPT ow n Retiring Civil Servants 
Getting Unintended Bonus 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(AP) — South Africa’s whites have 
given Prime Minister John Vorster 
and the apartheid racial policy a 
landslide endorsement in the election 
of a new parliament. 
About 60 percent of the 2.2 million 
voters went to the polls despite stormy 
weather Wednesday, casting almost 
four out of every five votes for Vor- 
ster’s National Party. The country’s 22 
million blacks, Asians and “coloreds” 
(persons of mixed blood) have no vote. 
The Nationals’ overwhelming vic­ 
tory was interpreted as a vote of ap­ 
proval by the white minority for the 
government’s recent crackdown on 
black civil rights organizations and its 
other tough police policies. 
By noon, with 885,000 votes counted 
and 142 of the 165 seats in the House of 
Assembly decided, Vorster’s Nationals 
had won 79 per cent of the vote and 113 
seats. 
Vorster seemed assured of filling 
more than 130 seats in the all-white 
House. The most seats the Nationals 
ever won was 126 in 1966. They took 116 
seats and 51 percent of the vote in the 
last elections, in 1974. 
The liberal Progressive Federal 
Party, running second with 17 seats 
and 19 percent of the vote, emerged as 
the new official opposition. The cen­ 
trist New Republic Party had nine 
seats and the conservative South 
Africa Party took three. The openly 
racist and ultra rightwing Reformed 
National Party failed to take a single 
seat.

Colin Eglin, whose party wants to 
share power with the country’s 19- 
million black majority, said: “While I 
am distressed at the overall trend of 
the election, which I think is going to 
lead to more authoritarianism and a 
hardening of race attitudes, I am 
tremendously pleased with the PFP 
performance 
seen 
against 
the 
background of the overall trend.” 
Echoing a persistent theme of his 
campaign, Vorster said in a television 
interview the victory underlined the 
nation’s determination to resist 
pressure for change from abroad. 
“I put it to the electorate that they 
must speak out against interference in 
South Africa’s domestic policies,” he 
said. “I think the electorate has spoken 
louder than any man could ever have 
spoken in any circumstances.” 
The banning on Oct. 19 of major 
black organizations, including two 
newspapers, the arrests and detention 
without trial of key black leaders and 
the mysterious death in prison of black 
leader Steve Biko raised foreign 
condemnation of Vorster’s govern­ 
ment and its white supremacist 
policies to new heights. 
But the foreign outrage and the arms 
embargo recently voted by the U.N. 
Security Council rallied South Africa’s 
whites behind Vorster.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A quirk in 
federal law allows retiring civil ser­ 
vants to get unintended millions of 
extra dollars in pensions, a General 
Accounting Office study says. 
Just for the civil servants expected 
to retire next year, the cost of this 
quirk is estimated at 8800 million over 
the next 40 years, the GAO said. 
The unintended bonus may threaten 
the very existence of federal pension 
systems, which are paid for by the 
taxpayers and the employees, the 
report said. 
“The adjustment process for new 
retirees is one of the several extremely 
costly and generous special features 
which raise serious questions about the 
continued viability of those systems,” 
the congressional audit agency said. 
The quirk involves the cost-of-living 
adjustment for civil service pensions. 
Every six months, pensions are 
increased by the percentage increase 
in the Consumer Price Index during 
the six-month period that ended two 
months before. For example, pensions 
are increased each Sept. I by the 


percentage rise in the index from Jan. 
I to July I. 


The catch is that the increase applies 
to all pensions — even if a civil servant 
retires the day before a cost-of-living 
increase takes effect. 
In such a case, a worker’s first 
pension check and all those thereafter 
are increased, although he was still 
working during the period covered by 
the inflation adjustment. 
“We believe it is inappropriate and 
inequitable for individuals drawing 
full salary when the CPI increases 
occur to reap the additional benefits of 
those increases in their annuities,” the 
report said. 
For example, take a civil servant 
who retired on Feb. 28,1977, and was 
entitled to a $l,000-a-month pension 
based on years of service and salary in 
a federal job. 
The next day — March 1, 1977 — his 
pension would have increased by $48, 
to $1,048, reflecting the 4.8 percent 
increase in the CPI from July I, 1976, 
to Dec. 31, 1976. 


This increase was designed to 
protect retired civil servants from the 
ravages of inflation. But the increase 
also means extra dollars in the pocket 
of this recent retiree, who was working 
during the months of inflation. 
Then on Sept. I, 1977, this retiree’s 
pension would go to $1093 a month, to 
compensate for the 4.5 percent in­ 
flation for the six-month period from 
Jan. I, 1977 to July I, 1977. But the 
“retiree” actually worked during two 
of those six months. 
In total, this retiree’s pension has 
increased more than 9 percent — even 
though he was working for eight of the 
12 months on which the inflation ad­ 
justment was based. 
The GAO estimates the cost of this 
quirk at $800 million over the next 40 
years just for the estimated 92,000 civil 
servants who will retire next year. The 
estimate assumes an average $700 a 
month pension and a 6 percent annual 
rate of inflation. 
Eliminating the unintended increase 
would save up to $35 million a year, the 
report says.

During the Berger Hospital Board of 
meeting 
Wednesday 
evening, a lengthy discussion was held 
on proposed federal guidelines con­ 
cerning the obstetrical department. In 
proposals from Health, Education and 
Welfare Department, at least 2,000 
deliveries must be made annually in a 
service area the size Berger Hospital 
covers. 
Administrator Charles Rideout said 
if these guidelines are approved and 
become standards, the OB section of 
Berger will be closed. At the present 
time, it is at a 50 to 60 percent oc­ 
cupancy, but considerations are 
always made as to it being a “losing 
proposition or a service to the com­ 
munity.” 
He said it will have an affect on the 
recruiting of family doctors to the area 


because most young physicians want 
to deliver babies. 
Charles Hedges, president of the 
executive committee, said if this is 
implemented into policy, it will hurt 
many areas throughout the state. It 
will close all the OB units in Columbus 
except one and all but four OB units in 
Cuyahoga County. He also added that 
it will stop recruits in the area. 
Rideout and the board is asking that 
citizens voice opinions to congressmen 
on this subject, but said time is run­ 
ning out, because all material must be 
in on Dec. 6. 
The recruiting is necessary in the 
area, because Rideout said Mid Ohio 
has projected that eight to nine doctors 
are needed soon to meet a ratio of one 
doctor to 2,300 of the population. 
The proposed budget for 1978 was 
Turkeys Are Cheaper This Year 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Turkeys 
are flying in the face of inflation this 
holiday season. 
A spot check of turkey prices in Ohio 
supermarkets shows the birds are 
selling for an average of almost 71 
cents a pound — four to five cents per 
pound less than the going prices a year 
ago. 
Some producers and wholesalers 
have said turkey prices are up slightly 
this year. But average cost of light­ 
weight turkeys at 12 cities a year ago 
was 75 cents per pound. This year, with 
costs reported from ll cities, the 
average was 70.7 cents per pound. 
Turkey prices were checked during 
the monthly Ohio Associated Press 
Marketbasket report which showed the 
average cost of 16 standard grocery 
items went up by 1.2 percent at the end 
of November over a month earlier. 
The latest cost average among 15 
reporting Ohio cities, came to $24.04, 
up 30 cents from the end of October. 
That compares with a statewide 


average of $19.61 a year ago and $18.61 
two years ago. 
Three of the 15 cities reported lower 
total costs than a month ago while 
costs at Athens remained unchanged 
and the other ll reported higher costs. 
Among the 16 items on which costs 
are compared, eight increased, five 
decreased and three remained un­ 
changed. 
Major changes occurred in the cost 
of chuck roast per pound, down 19 
percent, fresh tomatoes, up 23 percent 
and head lettuce, up 34 percent. 
Cost of hamburger per pound was 
unchanged from last month at 82 cents, 
while the chuck dropped from an 
average of $1.16 to 93 cents. Whole 
frying chicken per pound went up from 
58 to 62 cents, and center cut pork 
chops increased from $1.76 to $1.89. 
A half gallon of store brand whole 
milk rose a cent from 79 to 80 cents on 
average and a pound of margarine in 
sticks dropped two cents, from 59 to 57 
cents. 


A 12-ounce jar of peanut butter held 
steady at 77 cents and a dozen medium 
size grade A white eggs dropped from 
64 to 61 cents. Five pounds of 
granulated sugar went up three cents, 
from 98 to $1.01 and a 10-pound sack of 
white potatoes dropped three cents, 
from $1.23 to $1.20. 
Coffee, a spiraling problem in the 
shopping list for more than a year, 
recorded a second consecutive small 
decline. The drop Atis month was one 
cent, from an average of $10.04 for 
three pounds to $10.03. 
A 49-ounce box of detergent in­ 
creased two cents to $1.45 and a 14^ 
ounce pack of chocolate chip cookies 
remained steady at 96 cents. 
A 12-ounce can of frozen orange juice 
increased on average for the lith 
consecutive month. The latest rise was 
two cents, from 83 to 85 cents. 
The price hike in tomatoes and 
lettuce signaled the end of the growing 
season as markets had to reach further 
south and west for fresh produce. 


Tomatoes increased 15 cents per 
pound, from 64 to 79 cents, and lettuce 
went up 17 cents per head, from 50 to 67 
cents. 
Biggest price change among cities 
was a 9 percent drop in cost average at 
Cincinnati and an 8 percent rise in 
averages reported from Van Wert. 
Average costs at all reporting cities 
and the percent of change from the 
previous month is as follows:

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NEW YORK (AP) -T he stock 
market was mixed in early trading 
today after a cautious advance in the 
previous session. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 in­ 
dustrial stocks was off .26 at 829.44 in 
the first half hour of trading. But over­ 
all, gaining issues outnumbered losers 
by almost 2-1 in the early tally of New 
York Stock Exchange trading. 
Among early prices of active issues 
were VF Corp., off Mi at 19; Ramada 
Inn, unchanged at 4Vi; Holiday Inn, up 
Mi to 15%; and Sears, down % to 30. 
Analysts said the market, which saw 
some bargain hunting after steep 
declines earlier in the week, was 
mildly encouraged by President 
Carter’s statement that he might delay 
certain tax reform proposals to avoid 
tying up tax cuts in Congress early 
next year. 
But several analysts also noted 
continued reasons for caution, among 
them concern over the U.S. trade 
deficit and the declining value of the 
dollar compared to tither major 
currencies. Traders were also said to 
be awaiting the weekly Federal 
Reserve Board report on the nation’s 
money supply, due after the close of 
the NYSE today. 
On Wednesday, the Dow Jones in­ 
dustrial index posted a 2.43 point gain 
to close at 829.70. 
Big Board volume came to 22.67 
million shares, compared to 22.95 
million the previous session. Over-all, 
gainers outnumbered losers by a 
narrow 76 margin among issues listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange. 
The NYSE composite index of more 
than 1,500 composite stocks ended up 
.12 at 52.36.

Break Seen

COLUMBUS) OMo>(AE*K^4Tfcere 
apparently has been a break in a 
protracted deadlock on a bill that 
would allow 1978 candidates for 
governor in Ohio to hand-pick their 
own running mates prior to the June 
primary. 
The chairman of a joint conference 
committee, which met only once on the 
measure last summer and gave up in 
hopeless disagreement, said Wed­ 
nesday he now sees “a very good 
chance” of passage. 
Sen. Tony P. Hall, D-Dayton, said he 
now intends to support the House 
version of his own bill, and added that 
he thinks the Senate leadership will go 
along. 
The House changed Hall’s measure 
so that candidates for governor could 
pick their own lieutenant governor 
candidates and run with them as a 
team in the primary — rather than 
have them run individually in that 
contest, as law currently requires. 
The Montgomery County lawmaker 
said he never had strong feelings about 
how the candidates should be 
nominated, except at first he had felt 
originally that a lieutenant governor 
should be required to establish his own 
statewide constituency. 
However, he said he had done “a lot 
of thinking about it” and concluded 
that a 1976 constitutional amendment, 
under which the governor and 
lieutenant governor were required to 
run as a team in the general election, 
should also apply to the primary. “I 
think the people believed that’s what 
they were voting on,” he said. 
Beyond that, there were indications 
that House Speaker Vernal G. Riffe 
Jr., D-New Boston, and Senate 
Majority Leader Oliver Ocasek, D- 
Akron, had reached some sort of 
compromise on the issue which 
previously divided them. 
Both are potential candidates for 
governor next year. 
Riffe had said he thought the can­ 
didate for governor should have the 
right to choose his own running mate, 
while Ocasek had voted for Hall’s 
original bill and said he thought a 
prospective lieutenant governor 
should run alone in the primary. 
Ocasek couldn’t be reached for 
comment, and Hall said ”1 don’t know 
what made Oliver change his mind.”

Support Is W eakening 
For Carter Energy Plan

- 
Congressional energy conferees today 
rejected a Senate-passed proposal to 
guarantee lower electric rates for the 
elderly. 
The measure would have required 
utilities to offer persons over age 62 the 
lowest rates it charges its biggest 
industrial customers. 
Industries usually get discounts 
because they use large amounts of 
electricity. Backers of the so-called 
“lifetime” provision claimed it would 
have saved senior citizens about 40 
percent on their electric bills. 
Although the Senate had approved 
the measure by a 56-36 vote, the Senate 
energy conferees readily went along 
with the House conferees in suggesting 
that the provision be dumped. 
Sen. Bennett Johnston, D-La., 
chairman of the Senate negotiators, 
noted that the measure would be un­ 
necessary if a second set of conferees 
working on tax parts of the energy bill 
approves a Senate-passed tax credit 
for the elderly poor. 
That program would provide credits 
up to $75 to help lowincome senior 
citizens pay their fuel bills. 
Meanwhile, a congressman says 
support for 
President 
C arter’s 
proposed crude oil tax — the key plank 
in his energy plan — is weakening in 
the House because of fears of ex­ 
cessive concessions to the oil industry. 
Rep. Anthony Moffett, D-Conn., a 
member of the conference committee 
drafting a 
compromise 
energy 
package, said there was considerable 
dissatisfaction with the tax even when 
it passed the House last summer. 
Discontent is growing with talk of a 
possible compromise that would 
couple the tax with Senate-approved 
tax breaks and other financial in­ 
centives for industry, he said. 
The Senate did not pass the crude oil 
tax, so enough defections among 
House ranks could doom the measure, 
which the administration sees as the 
most important element of the energy 
program. 
Moffett is viewed as a spokesman for 
a group of 67 congressmen who have 
been urging the administration not to 
make too many concessions to the 
Senate in reaching a compromise bill. 
Moffett said he and other members 
of this group expect to meet with 
Carter later this week and plan to tell 
him the tax is not only in trouble in the 
Senate, but in the House as well. 
“I think the president can help, if he 
leans on the Senate — which his lob­ 
byists have been unwilling to do until 
now,” Moffett said in an interview. 
He said even though the president’s 
energy program sailed through the 
House nearly intact last August, “even 
then, many members were willing to 
go along with the tax because it would 
be IOO percent rebated to consumers. 
“Now there’s speculation that the 
revenues won’t be all going back to 
consumers, and they’re upset. They’re 
not sure the tax was such a great idea 
in the first place,” Moffett said.

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Transplant Anniversary 


Ten years ago today, the 
world’s first human heart 
transplant was performed. If 
it seems longer ago, perhaps it 
is because the excitement 
which accompanied that first 
transplant has dimmed over 
the years with the realization 
that the technique offers, at 
best, only a temporary lease 
on life for the recipient. 
Nevertheless, the pioneering 
work 
performed 
by 
Dr. 
Christian Barnard and his 
surgical team in Cape Town, 


South Africa, has proven 
useful in better understanding 
the body’s system for reject­ 
ing the foreign tissue. Heart 
transplants continue to this 
day, but on a much reduced 
scale. Thirty-one transplants 
were performed last year, 
compared with 101 in 1968. 
If the heart transplant has 
not proven to be the ultimate 
answer to heart disease it was 
believed by some to be a 
decade ago, it may be leading 
to a more promising alter­ 


native — the alternate, or 
second heart transplant. In 
this operation a second heart 
is implanted in the patient to 
reduce the strain on his own, 
weakened organ. 
Whether this technique will 
prove more lasting than the 
total transplant may not be 
known for another decade. In 
the continuing search for 
medical answers to major 
killers, it is a logical next step 
in the battle against major 
heart disease. 


N o w H ear This

NEW YORK — It will come as no 
special surprise to parents who have 
attended either a rock concert or a 
discotheque, to learn that the noise 
level of the average rock band is close 
to that of a Concorde on take-off. 
This doesn’t bother rock fans a bit, of 
course; but it disturbed a professor of 
Otolaryngology (ear, nose and throat 
medicine) at the University of Florida. 
Dr. George Singleton tested his 
daughter and nine other teenagers 
before and after a rock party and 
discovered a measurable hearing loss 
in all ten youngsters. 
The teenagers each admitted to 
fatigue. And all suffered a ringing in 
their ears for approximately 18 hours 
after the musicians had packed up 
their amplifiers. 
"We don’t know how much sustained 
exposure of this type will result in a 
permanent hearing loss,” the doctor 
reported in a scientific journal. “We do 


know that some individuals working in 
a noisy factory, for example, can lose 
hearing in time. Many artillerymen 
show a hearing loss — even two-year 
men. Some individuals can develop a 
loss in just one burst, if they get too 
close to the gun.” 
As the parent of a 16-year-old with a 
high-decibel amplifier for this guitar, I 
was relieved to learn that Dr. 
Singleton does not feel that all con­ 
temporary young music lovers are 
destined to become hard of hearing 
before they reach 30, however. The 
doctor claimed to have studied the 
decibels involved in the rendering of 
rock, and discovered that — although 
the noise level peaks at 120 decibels 
immediately in front of a bandstand — 
it usually drops to “only 106” in the 
center of a dance floor or a music hall. 
(“Only 106” is roughly comparable to 
standing in a pit stop at the 
Indianapolis 500.) 
As a professional and a father, Dr.

NEW YORK (AP) — In a consumer 
society we honor the consumer. We 
provide him and her with warranties. 
We hold before the consumer the latest 
idyll of the good life. We work to make 
it achievable with easy credit. 
And, says a credit authority, in so 
doing we create an inflationary bias in 
the economy. 
We do this, says Sidney Homer, by 
directing credit into consumption — 
homes, cars, luxuries — rather than 
into production, such as for new fac­ 
tories that will enlarge the supply of 
goods available to the consumer 
market. 
This latest criticism is one in a 
growing list whose common divisor is 
the fear that our emphasis on con­ 
sumption is at the expense of 
production. And without production, 
there can be no consumption. 
To paraphrase the many com­ 
mentators on the theme: We are all 
busily eating the pie instead of 
devising a recipe to make it bigger. We 
are absorbed in our rights as con­ 
sumers rather than with our respon­ 
sibilities as producers. 
There 
is 
much 
statistical 
documentation of this. In the past 15 
years, for instance, gains in worker 
productivity have averaged less than 
twothirds the rate of the immediate 
post-World War II period. 
Homer, limited partner in the 
Salamon Brothers securities firm, told 
a meeting of the American Council of 
Life Insurance that credit to finance 
consumption will rise five to six times 
faster this year than rate of new 
capital going into production. 
Ever since World War II, he said, 
government policy has consistently 


stimulated consumption and con­ 
sumption credit, and has in many ways 
discouraged capital formation and 
production credit. 
Production credit is needed to make 
jobs. It is needed to improve and ex­ 
pand production facilities. It is needed 
simply for the survival of existing 
concerns, to say nothing about the 
formation of new companies. 
How would he direct the flow of more 
capital and credit into production? 
“First, (by) putting a ceiling on 
mortgage formation that is aided by 
the government so that in a housing 
boom all available credit will not be 
usurped by the great mortgage 
market,” he said. 
Tough words for housing. To the 
housing people, their industry goes 
into cyclical slumps primarily because 
capital is drawn from them into higher 
paying industrial uses. They would not 
like to lose more of that capital. 
Tough words also for consumers of 
houses, new and used, who this year 
will number more than 4 million. Isn’t 
it a consumer’s right as an American 
to own a house? Isn’t that why 67 
percent of families do? 
His second proposal: Permit savings 
and loan associations, which are the 
nation’s biggest mortgage lenders, to 
buy corporate bonds, and thus funnel 
some of their funds into production 
rather than consumption credit. 
“I do not doubt the benefits of more 
and better homes and other con­ 
sumption facilities,” Homer ex­ 
plained. 
“My protest is against the gross 
imbalance between the huge amount of 
long-term credit going into con­ 
sumption and the small amount going 
into production.” 
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Singleton reported that he was sear­ 
ching for a decibel level which could 
maintain the excitement of the young 
generation, and still not be harmful to 
their hearing. He decided that 90 
decibels would be a safe level — “and 
even peaks somewhat above that may 
not be harmful, if endured for a short 
period.” 
For those of us who have no way of 
measuring the decibel count at the 
local rock ritual level, the doctor 
delineates the point where the noise is 
becoming dangerous, and where 
parents should urge youngsters to turn 
down their stereos and amplifiers, or 
move to the rear of the room: 
“At about IOO decibels, you will feel 
your clothing begin to vibrate.” That’s 
the time to retreat and rebel. 
A sound engineer named Jim Carroll 
put it another way, in an interview. 
“Amplified rock,” he said, “is 
comparable to Bach’s Toccata and 
Fugue,’ played with all the stops open 
on a church organ. The Toccata and 
Fugue,’ revered for centuries by 
classicists, causes the listener 
momentarily to lose mobility and 
reality — takes him, literally, into a 
state of non-relationship with the 
outside world. 
“This feeling of being way out — of 
being ’there,’ rather than ‘here’ — is 
what youth want today in their music. 
They want to be transported, as adults 
are transported by the Bach classic. 
However, the ‘Toccata’ is brief. It 
doesn’t go on all night, every night, as 
rock music does in many kids’ rooms.” 
For many years, Carroll operated a 
sound-evaluating laboratory. He said, 
“Many people spend great sums of 
money on sophisticated stereo 
equipment and then, for a number of 
reasons, find it sounds no better than a 
$20 radio.” 
Some of the reasons are complex, 
but others are simple and vital: 
“If you have a large picture window, 
as many homes have, your high- 
frequency notes will be quite piercing ; 
they hit the glass and bounce back 
from it Lined drapes will help correct 
that. 
“There are rooms that seem to be 
designed to lose the bass notes; these 
are rooms with no overstuffed fur­ 
niture or rugs—rooms with, say, a tile 
floor and little upholstered chairs and 
sofas. A bass note is deep and pushy, 
and wants deep pile and upholstery to 
lean on.” 
But as he mentioned early, large 
panels of glass are the most 
destructive decorate fixture involved 
with sound. “Glass commits the joint 
sin of absorbing the 
bass and 
multiplying the highs.” 
If parents are worried about their 
children’s eardrums, “by all means 
carpet and drape their rooms,” he 
advises. And the best advice of all is to 
put a parental foot down, to keep the 
amplifier down. 
“I’m a sound doctor,” he said, “not a 
medical one. But when medical 
reports indicate that rock music over 
an evening can cause temporary 
hearing loss, and sometimes per­ 
manent damage, I’d say proper 
control of volume is called for . . .” 
And be prepared for a high-decibel 
squawk.

^ Speaking Of Your Health 


by Letter L. Coleman, M.D. 


About three times a year I get the 
most awful attack of bursitis of the 
shoulder. I’ve had all kinds of treat­ 
ments. Now I’m looking for a surgeon 
to operate and get it over with once and 
for EOI. Are there any doctors who 
specialize in this condition? 
Mr. S. Y.,N.H. 
Dear Mr. Y.: 
Impatience is never an indication for 
surgery. Sure, you’re annoyed with the 
recurring episodes of this painful 
condition, but I’m certain that your 
doctors, who so effectively treated you 
during these attacks, would have 
suggested surgery if they felt that this 
was the best approach to your 
problem. 
I wonder whether you have given 
sufficient thought to the factors that 
bring on these attacks. Could it be that 
strenuous exercise, exposure to cold, 
unsuspected gout or poor position 
while at work might be responsible? 
Injury and infections are also to be 
considered. 
The bursa, or sac, that lies in the 
shoulder joint and other joints in the 
body, acts as a “ball-bearing to 
lubricate the joints and nudie them 
move more freely. When the bursa 
becomes inflamed, the amount of fluid 
in the sac increases. Often, there is a 
deposit of calcium or gouty uric acid in 
this fluid. 
The 
treatment 
for 
this 
ex­ 


traordinarily painful condition is the 
injection of Novocain and special types 
of cortisone. This is aimed at relieving 
pain and reducing the inflamation. It is 
possible to almost painlessly wash out 
the calcium in the fluid and even break 
up calcium stones that may have 
formed. 
Treatment of the shoulder joint with 
X-rays and ultrasonic vibrations has 
been successfully used in many cases. 
Although surgery is not dangerous, it 
still should be considered only after all 
medical treatment has been tried. 
Again, I suggest that you try to find 
any underlying cause for these at­ 
tacks, and that you discuss with your 
own doctor the advantages of an 
operation. 


Can a polyp in the rectum become 
cancerous? 
Mrs. E. H., Term. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
A polyp is a non-cancerous growth. 
Usually they are removed as a simple 
procedure in the doctor’s office. If the 
polyp is not easily accessible, short 
hospitalization may be required. Even 
though these polyps are benign, by 
constant irritation they may undergo 
changes and become malignant. If is 
for this reason that all polyps are kept 
under observation by doctors, at 
regular intervals.

Paying tribute to worthwhile 
organizations is something that is not 
done often enough. There are a great 
many such groups of public-spirited 
citizens deserving a “pat on the back.” 
One of the most unique community 
organizations is the Civil Air Patrol 
(CAP), represented here by Pickaway 
County Composite Squadron 1004. CAP 
is a civilian, volunteer auxiliary of the 
United States Air Force, but it is not a 
military organization itself nor an 
agency of the federal government.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The first 
accurate financial barometer of the 
1978 campaign for governor reveals 
that Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste has 
raised more money and spent more 
than his potential rivals. 
Celeste, who made his candidacy 
official earlier this month, listed 
contributions of almost $255,000 for the 
one-year period ending Oct. 31, 1977. 
His campaign committee, Citizens 
With Celeste, spent $157,787 during the 
same period and still had $103,149 on 
hand. 
The fattest balance sheet on display 
Wednesday at the secretary of state’s 
office belonged th Atty. Gen. William 
J. Brown, who reported $120,000 
available, should he decide to seek the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 
Brown had raised $142,547 as of the 
October deadline and spent $72,206. 
On the Republican side, Gov. James 
A. Rhodes, who has not yet formally 
announced he will seek a fourth term, 
nevertheless raised $81,552, under the 
banner of the Rhodes for Governor 
Committee. 
A 
$100-per-person 
fundraising 
reception on Nov. 16 accounted for 
$73,688 of that total, stemming from 


tickets sold before the Oct. 31 reporting 
deadline. 
The total taken in for the fundraiser 
has been estimated at upwards of 
$400,000, but it will not have to be 
reported until next year. The same 
holds true for a number of Celeste 
fundraisers scheduled in November. 
The Rhodes’ committee had spent 
only $9,821 and still had $110,000 in the 
kitty as of October. 
Filings at Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown’s office were mandatory for 
individuals who have raised or spent 
funds in anticipation of bids for 
statewide office next year.

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Home Insulation Plan Ready For Test 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Although 
a little later than intended, a Columbus 
lawmaker’s plan to help Ohioans in­ 
sulate their homes to save energy is 
now ready for a test. 
It provides that homeowners unable 
to obtain loans from banks and other 
commercial lenders may turn to their 
own utility companies for loans up to 
$750, with five years to repay. 
Sen. Michael Schwarzwalder, D- 
Columbus, who sponsored the new law 
against formidable utility opposition in 
the legislature, called insulation “the 
best possible thing we could do in the 
short run” to try to deal with energy 
problems. 
The freshman lawmaker was 
disappointed that his original bill, 
which required the utilities to make 
the loans regardless of applications 
elsewhere, did not pass, he said. 
But he said this week he still hopes

Teachers 
Stay Home

Cleveland Teachers Union advised 
parents not to send their children to 
school today even though the schools 
would be open. 
The number of teachers staying off 
the job today was expected to increase 
sharply after the teachers’ union voted 
3,336-2,130 not to continue working 
without pay. 
Because of the financial woes of the 
school system and the conflicting court 
orders concerning its finances, the 
teachers have not been paid since Nov. 
ll. 


“We cannot afford to report to school 
until we are paid the money due us,” 
CTU president Eugene Kolach said 
Wednesday. 
The 850 Cleveland teachers who 
stayed home Wednesday caused 
classes to be called off for about 11,000 
students in the 113,000-student school 
system. 
At schools that stayed open, prin­ 
cipals and other employees filled 
classrooms and sometimes classes 
were combined to make up for missing 
teachers. Supt. Paul W. Briggs said the 
school officials will take “every 
precaution to ensure the safety of the 
children.” 
James E. O’Meara, CTU executive 
secretary, said, however, “My advice 
for parents is to keep youngsters home 
for at least a day or two.” The union 
held an emergency meeting of its 
delegate assembly Wednesday night 
and the delegates voted to advise union 
members not to go to work today. 
The end to the dispute may lie in the 
courts. U.S. District Judge Frank J. 
Battisiti has scheduled a hearing today 
on a motion filed by the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, seeking an order that 
the Ohio Board of Education “take 
necessary action to insure the con­ 
tinued operation of the Cleveland 
public schools.” 
The Ohio Supreme Court has ordered 
the school system to use its available 
money to repay bank loans which fall 
due this month. 
ADC Payments 
Announced 
State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson’s 
office announced today the December 
distribution of $34,629,593 in aid to 
dependent children (ADC) to 505,511 
recipients in Ohio’s 88 counties. 
Pickaway County received $62,711 
for 937 recipients. Ferguson said the 
amount does not include the weekly 
ADC auxiliary payments which will be 
made primarily to new recipients ' 
throughout the month, but does reflect 
food stamp allowances to the 
recipients. The state welfare depart­ 
ment distributes food stamps, and 
ADC payments to those recipients 
choosing to receive stamps are 
reduced accordingly. 
Auxiliary payments of $2,157,748 
resulted in a total of $37,050,334 in ADC 
payments distributed to the counties 
for the month of November. 
Ferguson noted the principal 
December payment went to 3,767 
fewer recipients than the one in 
November and decreased by $262,993. 
ADC payments are made to families 
with one parent or one unemployed 
parent on the basis of family size and 
financial resources.

Schwarzwalder’s bill, which became 
effective Tuesday, would have done so 
when signed by Gov. James A. Rhodes 
on Aug. 30 except for utility lobbying in 
the House, where it was stripped of its 
immediately effective emergency 
clause. 
Thus, since cold weather has 
arrived, and not many homeowners 
will want to take on insulation projects 
now, the legislation may be of little use 
for the approaching winter. 
However, the legislature performed 
in similar fashion on other energy 
legislation, enacting only earlier this 
month a bill creating a cabinet-level 
department to spur research and try to 
increase energy supplies. 
It, too, was watered down through 
lobbying by the utilities and others, 
including some state divisions which 
survived an attempt to put them into 
the new agency. 
Under Schwarzwalder’s bill, natural 


gas and electrical utilities are required 
to supply lists twice a year to 
customers saying where they may 
apply for insulation loans through 
regular commercial lending in­ 
stitutions. Customers also may request 
the lists. 
If for any reason the applications are 
rejected, Wien the utilities would have 
to provide loans at interest rates not 
more than 4 percent above those 
currently charged by the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Bank in Cleveland. 
Those rates now are about 5*/2 
percent and a utility insulation loan 
could not exceed 9 Ms percent, Sch­ 
warzwalder said. Commercial loans 
for the same purpose average about ll 
percent and more, he said. 
Although utilities could use their own 
credit standards in deciding whether 
to grant loans, Schwarzwalder said 
they could not use denial by a private 
institution as the basis for their own 
rejection.

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Carter Not 


Energy Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Despite his 
decision to delay a four-continent trip 
to insure congressional approval of his 
energy plan, President Carter has 
spent little of the time he would have 
been 
abroad 
working 
on 
the 
legislation. 
The president, said Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance, was convinced 
that “his personal involvement was 
vital to the development of sound 
energy legislator” 
But what has the president done in 
the eight days since he was scheduled 
to leave? 
He spent a four-day Thanksgiving 
holiday at the presidential retreat, 
Camp David, Md., and he has spent 
four days at the White House. 
But he has devoted comparatively 
little time to energy legislation. 
Had he followed the agenda he had 
originally set for himself, he might 
have been strolling down the Champs 
Elysee in Paris today. 
But instead of winding up an 11-day 
trip with meetings in Paris and 
Brussels, Carter is busying himself 
with a news conference, lunch with 
Defense Secretary Harold Brown and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and preparing > 
the fiscal 1979 budget. 
The president had been scheduled to 
leave Washington Nov. 22, but 15 days 
before his planned departure, Vance 
said Carter would remain at home to 
oversee congressional deliberations on 
his energy plan. 
The package is now in congressional 
conference committees that are 
seeking to resolve differences between 
House and the Senate versions. The 
House passed much of Carter’s plan, 
which emphasizes taxes to discourage 
consumption, while the Senate chose 
instead to reward conservation with 
tax breaks. 
On Tuesday, Carter spent breakfast 
with congressional leaders, discussing 
House and Senate efforts to resolve the 
differences. But that was the only 
publicly announced meeting since 
Nov. 22 devoted in large part to 
energy. 
White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell insisted that the delay was not 
a mistake, but he did not give any 
details of time spent by Carter on 
energy. An examination of the 
president’s public schedule gives no 
indication he has concentrated on the 
legislation. 
Of course, the House and Senate 
made it difficult for Carter to meet last 
week with members working on 
energy. They recessed for the week 
and few representatives and senators 
were in town. 
Powell said that despite such 
disappointments, postponing the trip 
was worthwhile because “it indicated 
the importance which we attach to” 
the legislation. 
“Progress on the UU has been 
sometimes good and sometimes 
halting, but it wouldn’t have been as 
good if he wasn’t here,” the 
spokesman said. 
What, he was asked, was actuaUy 
accomplished? 
Coming up with a cause-and-effect 
relationship “is rather hard to do in 
this world,” he repUed.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter has enthusiastically embraced 
Camp David, Md., as a private 
weekend hideaway, with emphasis on 
privacy. 
Carter has told aides he wants no 
public announcements when friends 
and associates visit him there unless 
he is holding a business meeting. 
During the long Thanksgiving 
weekend, therefore, the White House 
announced that Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance went to Camp David to 
brief Carter on the chief diplomat’s 
recent Latin American tour. 
But there was no announcement of 
the fact that three top White House 
assistants, Jody Powell, Zbigniew 
Brzezinski and Frank Moore, spent 
much of the weekend there with their 
families. 
In fact, after a reporter learned that 
the trio and their kin were bound for 
Camp David, an aide to press 
secretary Powell conferred with her 
boss, then called the reporter to say 
the information was in error. 
Since a press secretary’s credibility 
is perhaps his greatest asset, this 
raised 
reportorial • eyebrows. 
Questioned about the matter, Powell 
contended there had been a misun­ 
derstanding rather than any intent to 
lie. 


When 
Powell 
read 
that

president’s evangelist sister, Ruth 
Carter Stapleton, had brought Hustler 
publisher Larry Flynt to God, he 
cracked, “Now that she has warmed 
up on the easy ones, she can go to work 
on Billy.” 
The president himself once joked 
that if the First Baptist Church of 
Plains, Ga., banned beer drinkers, 
brother Billy Carter would try to at­ 
tend services the next Sunday — just to 
prove he could do it.

President 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A Cabinet- 
level task force has outlined an urban 
strategy based on an expensive plan 
for “ cities and people in distress,” 
with one huge new program and in­ 
creased spending in at least a dozen 
areas. 
The task force recently sent its 
recommendations to the president. 
The plan is likely to meet some harsh 
resistance at the Domestic Council and 
the Office of Management and Budget. 
The program could cost as much as 
$7 billion above present programs, 
sources estimate, but White House 
aides say the plan will not earn 
President Carter’s endorsement 
without major changes. 
Carter plans to unveil his urban 
strategy in an address to Congress 
next March, and it will be reworked 
extensively in the meantime. 
“ Getting aid to distressed cities w ill 
not be easy or cheap,” says the task 
force 
report. 
Federal help 
is 
necessary, it says, because “ life has 
become literally hell and the American 
dream, the American tragedy” for 
millions of city residents. 
To help right the urban wrongs, the 
task force urged: 
—Creation of an “ Urban Bank” to 
provide loans for projects in hardship 
cities. The task force does not put a 
price tag on the bank, nor does it 
specify what cities would be helped. 
—A series of changes in tax laws that 
would provide incentives for com­ 
panies to expand or locate their 
operations in hardship areas. 
—Expansion of job programs to deal 
with the problems of long-term 
unemployment. The report calls for a 
half million new public works jobs next 
year, though it is unlikely Carter will 
approve so many. 
—A $1 billion expansion of the 
E c o n o m i c 
D e v e l o p m e n t 
Adm inistration’s 
public 
works 
program to create construction jobs 
and help cities foot the bill on high cost 
projects such as building repair or 
demolition. 
—Continuation of recession-fighting 
revenue sharing programs due to 
expire in 1978. The report, noting that 
most governments have long since 
recovered from the 1975 recessions but 
some cities have not, urges an ap­ 
propriation of $1.8 billion. 
—Expansion of various other 
programs in agencies at the Trans­ 
portation, 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development, Commerce, Labor and 
Treasury departments. Neighborhood 
revitalization is one key goal of several 
program recommendations. 
The task force said it was essential 
that the federal government “take the 
lead role in defining an effective, 
consistent and comprehensive ap­ 
proach to city and people ills.

The GAO said the 
denial was illegal, but Harsha said the 
Kanistros firm was “ cheated out” of 
the contract anyway.

“powerful forces” operating. “ This is 
not just a dinky vendetta by Navy 
officers and civilians against a small 
Dayton contractor,” Harsha said.

CLEVELAND (AP) — After a rare 
couple of weeks of relaxation, former 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph J. Perk is 
ready to go back to work. 
Perk — out of a job for the first time 
in a quarter of a century after being 
defeated for reelection Nov. 8 — says 
he expects to open an office next week 
in downtown Cleveland as an urban 
consultant. 
For most of the past 25 years, 
politics has been a way of life for Perk, 
and associates said he worked hard at 
it. 
Perk said he usually rose at 6 a.m. 
and put in 16 or 17 hours a day — 
although that included appearances at 
various public and private functions. 
He attended about 30 weddings, 
receptions, dinners and other functions 
a week. 
Since he left the mayor’s office Nov. 
13, he has spent some evenings at 
home with his family, which was a 
rare occur an ce while he was running 
the city, and has enjoyed the luxury of 
sleeping until 8 a.m. daily. 
Perk said he has been working four 
or five hours a day, spending most of 


the time sorting papers he ac­ 
cumulated during eight years as 
Cuyahoga County auditor — before he 
moved into the mayor’s job six years 
ago. 
Many papers he collected as mayor 
already have been sent to the Western 
Reserve Historical Society, and the 
papers from his years as auditor also 
will go there. 


Perk said he also spends con­ 
siderable time answering letters — he 
gets about IOO letters a day — and 
talking to friends and associates on the 
telephone. 
But on the whole, he said, the weeks 
since he lost his bid for a fourth term 
as mayor have given him a “ needed 
rest.” 


And time to reflect, he added. “ I 
haven’t had that for six years.” 
He said he has had several job offers 
but turned them down because he 
would have had to leave Cleveland. 
Perk, who earned $35,000 a year as 
mayor, gets a $20,000 pension, which 
he said isn’t enough to support his 
family.

Deadline Past For Lifeline Rates 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) — About 
140,000 elderly and disabled Ohioans 
who failed to apply on time for Ohio’s 
first lifeline utility bill subsidy 
program apparently will not be per­ 
mitted to sign up late, state officials 
say. 


Anthony J. Catanzaro, who heads the 
income tax division in the taxation 
department, said Wednesday there 
would be no extension beyond the Nov. 
30 deadline for applications. 


A Nov. 15 deadline for renters to 
apply had been extended for two 
weeks, and Catanzaro said Tax 
Commissioner Edgar L. Lindley 
determined that efforts to publicize the 
winter time utility bill discounts had 
been exhausted. 
“We’ve reached everyone we are 


going to reach,” said Catanzaro. 
His division is implementing the 
program under which elderly and 
handicapped citizens, with $7,000 or 
less annual income, qualify for 25 
percent discounts on heating bills from 
December through April. Those using 
fuels such as coal or propane, who 
qualified, are receiving one-time 
winter payments of $87.50. 
There was some confusion about 
application deadlines, but Wednesday 
was the cutoff for homeowners as well 
as renters, based on the taxation 
department’s interpretation of the 
lifeline legislation, Catanzaro said. 
It contained a specific deadline of 
Nov. 15 for renters, which was ex­ 
tended by Lindley until the 30th. There

State A id 
Increases 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A survey 
of the past six years by the Ohio Public 
Expenditure Council shows that state 
aid to education increased by 120 
percent over the period while public 
school enrollment dropped 7.3 percent. 
The council’s report projected aid 
figures through fiscal 1977-78, ending 
June 30, and noted they may change 
because of enrollment and valuation 
adjustments and locally voted levies 
that affect school finances after next 
Jan. I. 
The council said Ohio’s contribution 
to public elementary and secondary 
education through the school foun­ 
dation program totaled $463.1 million 
for the fiscal year ended June 30,1971. 
This category of aid is estimated at 
$1,019 billion for the 1977-78 fiscal year. 
That represents a $556 million in­ 
crease. During the same period, 
average school enrollment dropped by 
177,000 students. Ohio currently has 
about 2.24 million public school 
students. 
The council said public schools will 
get an estimated $110.7 million this 
year as reimbursement of operating 
revenue reductions. The reduction was 
created by the IO percent real estate 
tax rollback ordered a few years ago 
by the legislature. Schools are to 
receive about $27 million in reim­ 
bursement for loss of revenue to 
homestead exemptions. 
The council said local property tax 
contributions to schools increased 45 
percent, or almost $500 million, from 
1970 to 1977. It listed 1970 property 
taxes for school operating purposes at 
$1,094 billion and said this rose to $1,584 
billion this year. 
Among Ohio’s 617 school districts, 
the council said state aid to education 
accounted for 50 percent or more of the 
total state and local reveues in 281 
school districts during the current 
fiscal year. It said six districts 
received more than 80 percent of 
operating revenues from the state. 
Total per pupil aid varied from a low 
of $769 in the Fayetteville-Perry 
district of Brown County to a high of 
$3,956 in the Bratenahl district of 
Cuyahoga County. The statewide 
average is $1,239 per pupil in the 
current fiscal year. 
A total of six districts received over 
$3,000 per pupil in state and local 
revenues this year while 13 districts 
exceeded $2,000 per pupil in total aid.

OFBF Adopts Policy Resolutions 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation lent its 
support Wednesday to a pending 
proposal that would protect farmers 
from urban encroachment. 
It also urged changes in Ohio's farm 
estate tax laws and endorsed a 
proposal by Rep. John E. Johnson, D- 
68 Orrville, that would alter Ohio’s 
means of collecting and distributing 
taxes for education. 
Among policy resolutions adopted by 
the 357-member delegate body were 
ones: 
—Encouraging more federal exports 
of agricultural products. 
—Endorsing farm bureau funding of 
research into making fuel from grain. 
—Supporting a land use concept that 
would create agricultural districts In 
Ohio. 
—Urging the state to change its 
estate tax laws so that the estate value 
of a farm would be based on its farm 
value rather than on commercial 
values. This would conform to federal 
laws. 
—Endorsing the concept of altering 
Ohio’s education taxes along lines 
proposed by Rep. John E. Johnson, D- 


68 Orrville. He would have a state 
income tax provide the bulk of 
education taxes. 
Dean Simeral, vice president for 
public affairs of the farm bureau, said 
others of the more than 150 policy 
matters acted on during the meeting 
were minor or housekeeping in nature. 
He said Johnson’s tax proposal 
would have the state collecting and 
distributing the bulk of education 
funds, increase education taxes on 
commercial land and limit education 
taxes levied against residential and 
agricultural property. 
“We endorsed the concept but did 
not take up Rep. Johnson’s proposal in 
detail,” he said. 
“We want the federal government to 
take advantage of every opportunity to 
m arket 
agricultural 
products 
abroad,” he said. Simeral added the 
government is not exporting under 
either public law 480 or the Commodity 
Credit Corporation program “to 
anything approaching the upper limits 
that Congress authorized.” 
Simeral 
said 
both 
programs 


authorize loans to other countries so 
they may buy U. S. products. 
C. William Swank, executive vice 
president of the farm bureau, an­ 
nounced earlier a $40,000 contract for 
research into the feasibility of making 
a fuel from grain. The delegate body 
endorsed the commitment. 
Simeral said the land use policy 
would require legislative action to 
create agriculture districts offering 
land protection to farmers. 
“They would be protected from what 
I identify as nonfarm or urban 
pressures,” he said. “Districts would 
protect farmers from annexation, 
from water and sewer lines and some 
so-called nuisance laws such as those 
about noise and odors. 
“There might be protection against 
imminent domain in that the state 
would have to prove there was no 
alternative 
before 
acquiring 
property.” 
He said such a program is mcluded 
in the legislature’s Land use Review 
Committee report to be introduced in 
the legislature next year.

Reports filed with the federal 
Elections Commission show that the 
Massachusetts Democrat won a 13th 
term, rolling up 72.4 percent of the 
vote, with a campaign expenditure of 
$47.

Boland spent less money than any 
other congressional candidate except a 
few obscure hopefuls who did little 
campaigning, according to an article 
in the Congressional Quarterly.

IX) V E LAND, Ohio (A P) — Mayor 
Viola Phillips and her southwest Ohio 
town are “ jumping up and down” over 
Standard Oil of Ohio’s decision to close 
the comer gasoline station. 
“ Ifs not the American way,” said 
the 69-year-old mayor of this com­ 
munity of 7,000. “ Everyone in the 
neighborhood is terribly upset. We’re 
jumping up and down." 
Ken and Brenda Lewis began 
operating the station five years ago. 
Now they have been told their station 
is one of seven in this area being sold 
by Sohio under a 1970 consent decree 
with the Justice Department. 
“ It looked like a solid kind of a job ... 
then they came in one day and told us 
we might as well start packing,” Mrs. 
Lewis said. 
The mayor said she had been visited 
by Sohio company officials who ex­ 
plained the siltatio n . 
“ The only credit card I have is for 
Sohio, but I told them I would tear it up 
and throw it in their faces if they close 
that station,” she said. 
“ When someone has worked so hard 
to set up a business for themselves, it 
is just not the American way to set 
them out in the cold like that.” 
“ It w ill work a great hardship on a 
team that has established a needed 
and reputable service,” said the Rev. 
David Ross, chairman of the Loveland 
Ministers Association. 
The ministers wrote Sohio asking 
that “ immediate steps be taken to 
rescind the decision.” 
“ We believe a great injustice and a 
serious mistake is being made,” they 
wrote. “ They have made an out­ 
standing contributon to the community 
by things like assisting senior citizens 
back home when they leave their cars 
for repairs,” said Ross. 
The town council, backing the 
lew is’, refused a liquor license for a 
store planned for the site. 
“ Sohio officials said that stations to 


be sold were selected so as to minimize 
the reduction of the company’s 
strength in any large geographic area. 
“ We were acting under orders of the 
department of Justice and if it were 
our own choosing, we would not sell 
our only gas station in Loveland,” said 
H. S. Knobel, Sohio spokesman in 
Cleveland. 
He said the order calls for Sohio to 
trim retail sales by 400 million gallons 
annually. The order was a prerequisite

Others — which cost 
from $1 to $3.50 per program extra — 
offer movies, sports events and college 
courses. 
“ Television was the very first step in 
home viewing and Q UBE is the next 
step — the giant step in television’s 
sophisticated evolution,” says Q UBE 
President lawrence B. Hilford. 
Hilford said the name QUBE doesn’t 
stand for anything but was chosen 
because it suggests “ something that is 
distinctive and futuristic without being 
scary.” He also said it was no accident 
that Q UBE rhymes with “tube.” 
He said all the information stored in 
the computers is confidential. 
“ We monitor the premium channel 
for billing purposes. But any time a 
viewer pushes a response button, he 
has been told beforehand the response 
is being recorded,” he said. “ The 
decision to participate is the viewers — 
not ours.” 
Officials w ill not discuss subscriber 
numbers, but before the advent of 
Q UBE, Warner Cable claimed 26,500 
subscribers. The company estimates a 
potential of 100,000 potential sub­ 
scribers in Columbus — chosen for 
Q UBE because it is Warner Cable’s 
largest outlet.

Views On Television 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
The Vietnam war ended more 
than two years ago and U.S. 
military involvement in it 
more than four years ago. 
The scars it left in America 
are slowly healing. Or are 
they? 
This is what ABC’s Steve 
Bell and producer Richard 
Gerdau set out to study 
recently. Some of what they 
found airs tonight in a one- 
hour ABC News program, 
“Hie Class That Went to 
War.” 
Bell covered the war at the 
height of U.S. involvement in 
it. Gerdau was in the class the 
show studies, the class of ’64 
at Chatham High School in 
the small suburban town of 
Chatham, N.J. 
A good combination, but 
unfortunately, the result of 
their labors seems oddly 
diffused. It doesn’t entirely 
concern that class, tries to 
include the larger picture of 
the war’s effects in too short a. 
time. 
Twenty-five of Gerdau’s 
class served in Southeast 
Asia. Two were killed, 
several wounded. One other, 
shot down over North Viet­ 
nam, survived to get the only 
old-fashioned hero’s welcome 
of the lot. 
The class also produced 
several anti-war activists, 
one of whom is interviewed at 


length, as are several of the 
class who served in Vietnam. 
But no unexpected insights 
occur. 
The activist still feels he 
was right. Most of the vets 
still feel that unlike the men 
of World War II, they 
returned home almost as 
outcasts in their own country. 
Disillusionment 
remains 
dominant, along with some 
bitterness. But the strongest 
outburst isn’t from the 
Chatham boys. It comes from 
an outsider, Ron Kovic, a 
former Marine from Long 
Island, N.Y. 
He 
was 
permanently 
crippled while fighting in 
Vietnam, became a familiar 
sight at antiwar rallies, wrote 
a scathing book about the war 
and now works with groups 
trying to help Vietnam 
veterans. 
“We became the forgotten 
wounded ... the ones that 
people didn’t want to talk 
about," he says at opR-point. 
Later: “We definitely felt 
betrayed by the government, 
and lied to and manipulated
